Applicants' claimed invention is directed to a process and apparatus 
consists of a particular cooling tube design in a Fischer-Tropsch reactor, which 
facilitate the removal of a daniaged cooling tube bundle. Schuurman (USPN 
4.359,448) is directed to an apparatus for exothermic reaction which consist of 
bundles of narrow axial cooling pipes mounted between distributing and 
collection drums. However, Schuuman neither teaches nor suggests a 
removable cooling tube as recited in the instant claimed invention. Nor would it 
have been obvious to modify the apparatus of the Schuuman et al to anive at the 
instant claimed invention. There is no motivation to do so.
